We pass over this soldier’s trials and 
those of his comrades on board trans­ 
ports to Vera Cruz, except to state tha 
added to their suffering from packed 
quarters, bad air, insufficient food and 
clothing, with no medical supplies, was 
the daily allowance of only a quart of 
w ater to each man for cooking, drink- 
ing and washing purposes. 
The condition of the army a f* w 
months later eau be inferred from the 
mild depiction of its sufferings by Soc* 
1 rotary of War Marcy, who said in his 


Fort Hudson, La., where he many a 
speech, in which he said: 
“ Of those who have di.*d in active 
service in Alex'co, the proportion of 
those cut down by disease to those who 
fill on th© battlefield was five to one.” 
While disease ran riot in the army of 
Taylor as he marched and fought his 
Wily down from the Rio Grande, the 
route of General Scott from Vera Cruz 
to the City of Mexico w>- a pathway of 
death.

4, 18 17, he sent to W ashington the a s ­ 
tounding statement t h a t: 
“ The effective strength of my army 
has been supriringly reduced.

sick and wounded at Jalapa, 200 at Pe- 
soli and at Pie Ida we have 1,017 in the 
h spital. 
This gi nor,si sickness may he 
attributed to several causes, contrasts 
in climate, insufficiency of clothing and 
want of salt meats. 
The prevailing dis­ 
eases are chills, i> vers and d ia rrh e a 
Scott’s loss by sickness an d death up 
to the w riting of tins dispatch had been 
J 
25 p< r cent <>r more. 
He had left out of 
the arm y he started w ith from Vera 
(TUZ only a few hundred more than 
10,000 men. 
This was in June, and in 
the month following at Puebla alone 
2,802 of his I >,000 W e r e sick.

While the secretary of war was 
calling for them, Acting Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Heiskell in ms report n u d e the 
startling admission that 
he did not 
know how many soldiers had been killed 
in battle, how many were in hospitals, 
how m any were dying of wounds or 
disease. 
He said: 
“ Owing to the almost total interrup­ 
tion of communication 
between the 
main arm y in Mexico and the coast 
since early in June, the reports of Hie 
sick aud wounded have not been re­ 
ceiv ed from the medical officers with 
that a r m y for the last two quarters. 
It 
is quite probable also that their labori­ 
ous duties in relieving the wounded and 
adm inistering to 
their comfort, left 
them but little time to make out in due 
season their quarterly reports. 
For 
these and other causes, I regret it is im ­ 
possible to present with this report the 
usual consolidated report of the sick 
and wounded of the arm y f >r the year 
ending slept. 30 last." 
That statement was made to the sec­ 
retary of war iii November, 1847, but 
withal there was not a line or figure to 
show that he knew anything about even 
tie* sick aud wounded who had been 
brought to hospital.- in this country, or 
tho sick soldiers in them who, at any 
tim e, had been unable togo to tin front. 
The secretary of war had no data either. 
lf he had he suppressed them, for not 
an intimation of them appeared in his 
report. 
He was content to li t the peo­ 
ple know that more surgeons were 
w anted and to let them infer that the 
neces-ity for additional medical assist­ 
ance arose from no extraordinary con* 
aition of suffering iii the army. 
But 
while he was thus mise a ding the pub­ 
lic, the American ranks in Mexico and 
the southern part of this < ouutry wen 
b e in g decimated more by disease than 
by battle. 
. 
A writer of that time, A. A. Liver­ 
more, wrote in his “ Consequences oi 
the Mexican W ar,” the following de- 
scriptiou of conditions which the secre­ 
tary of war aud surgeon general re­ 
fused to make known to the public: 
“ Fever, vomifco, dysentery, erysipelas 
and other dis ases .age arn*mg 
tin 
troops with terrible virulence. F ar more 
perish in the hospitals than in th. field. 
The deaths at tin City of Mexico among 
the American soldiery av. ra, d I,(XX 
a m onth for a considerable tim eaftei 
they occupied the ‘halls of the Monte 
a ad 3'M) or IOO ti month after* 
The wounded very generally 
died of tho effect of the climate and th< 
access of sickness, 
lire fact, toe, that 
so large a portion of the troops were 
raw volunteers wholly unused to a 
soldier’s life and often unwilling to sub­ 
m it to the necessary sanitary regula­ 
tions of the army, account s in part foi 
almost incredible expenditures oi lite,’ 
As early in the war as September, 
is SO, General Taylor began to call tin 
attention of the w ar department to the

Biill another wrote: 
“ The sick receive no attention. 
All 
are broken, many ore destitute and in­ 
dividual charity and help from friends 
constitute their only succor,” , 
To crown this infamy of neglect and 
cruelty, when these poor wrecks wen* 
discharged from the 
hospitals 
they 
were allowed ouly 20 cents a day tor 
transportation and subsistence in reach­ 
ing home. 
AU this is what tho volun­ 
teers of the country got tor serving in a 
Democratic war.

Their conditions are out­ 
rageously offensive to every

sense, physical mid moral.” 
Still another wrote: 
“ The sick receive no attention. 
All 
are broken, many are destitute and in­ 
dividual charity and help from friends 
constitute their only succor.”, 
To crown this infamy of neglect and 
cruelty, when these poor wrecks were 
discharged from the 
hospitals 
they 
wert1 allowed only 20 cents a day for 
transportation aud sub.-istenoc in reach­ 
ing home. 
All this is what the volun­ 
teers of the country got for serving in a 
Democratic war.
